Eighty of the 
greatest museums of Europe had furnished the material for it, and the number of described 
species amounted to 1700 in about 20,000 examples. Tho ‘ Recherches sur les Poissons Fossiles’ 
is undoubtedly Agassiz's most important work, and forms, with Cuvier's and Valenciennes' 
* Histoire Naturelle des Poissons’ and Johann Muller's treatises, the foundation of our present 
knowledge of fishes, while it does not confine itself to the region of ichthyolites, hut extends 
over the entire wide field of the anatomy and classification of fishes, essentially modifying the 
latter. Agassiz considered, and with justice, that the separation of the ganoids from the other 
fishes into the rank of a special order, as the greatest step towards progress for which science was 
indebted to him; and on the basis of tho comparison of tho fossil fishes of all formations with 
living forms, he enunciated several generally valid laws, which have had an important bearing 
on the development theory of the whole organic world.”— Nature, April 24, 1879.

Royal Asiatic Society.— Monday, Nov. 19, 1883. 

Sir Bartle Frere in the chair.—Mr. Habib A.Salmone read a paper on “ The Importance 
to Great Britain of the Study of Arabic." After calling attention to the fact that the study of 
Arabic was greatly neglected in England as compared with what was done abroad (the Roman 
Propaganda maintaining a constant succession of pupils in various Eastern languages, Russia 
having its college for the same purpose at Kazan, Austria its college at Vienna, and France its 
“ Ecole pour les Langues orientales vivantes ”), he showed that the Queen of England sways 
over a far greater number of Mussulmans (whose rule of faith and code of laws is the Koran) 
than any other potentate. He then remarked that, when in the East, he had always noticed how 


much it pleased the natives to be addressed by a European in tbeir own language—the inference 
being that a British official so qualified would more readily obtain important information, and 
would more favourably impress the people than one unacquainted with their vernacular. A 
knowledge of Arabic, he thought, would have more weight with Orientals than that of French 
or Italian with Frenchmen or Italians. Again, after a military success had been obtained by 
military skill, a knowledge by the conquerors of the language of the conquered would tend to 
lubricate, so to speak, much of the friction which hostilities would naturally have engendered. 
Surely the readiest method of conciliating national preindices is to secure the free communication 
of a common language between the rnler and the ruled. It seems, therefore, astonishing that 
England, with her vast and complex interests in the East, shonld be the last, instead of the first, 
to supply instruction in Arabic in her civil, military, and naval institutions. It ought never to 
be forgotten that Western learning owes much to the zeal of the mediaeval Arabs, who collected 
and translated the works of eminent Greek authors, from Aristotle to Apollonius; and, further, 
as Dr. Badger has observed, that many modem Oriental languages, such as Persian, Turkish, 
and Hindustani, are permeated by Arabic. In conclusion, Mr. oaimone remarked that a truth 
may be generally known without meeting with the consideration it deserves; and that, though 
tbe facts adduced regarding the importance of the study of Arabic are extensively known in this 
country, it is still desirable that such a recognition of admitted facts be obtained as may be st lead 
to practical results. If (said Mr. Salmone) French is accepted as the general language of 
Europe, Arabic is entitled to be called “ the French of the East."

“This Block Book consists of twelve separate sheets of two leaves each, printed on the 
inner side only, bo that the recto of folios 1, 3, 5, etc., and the verso of folios 2, 4, 6, etc., 
are left blank, and folios 2 and 3, 4 and 5, etc., could be pasted together to form respectively a 
single leaf. The impression was taken in pale brown ink, by rubbing. There are eleven 
illustrations, each occupying a whole page, on the verso of folios 3, 5, 7, etc.; the explanatory 
letterpress being given on the recto of folios 4. 6, 8, etc. Folio 1 verso and 2 recto contain the 
introduction, in 30 and 29 lines respectively. Every leaf is surrounded by a border of 3 lines, 
of which the top and right sides are shaded on folios 1-13, 15, 17, 19-23, the bottom and left 
on folios 14, 16, 18, and the top and left on folio 24. Without title-page or pagination. 
Folio 13 verso has in the corner the sign q. which is the only signature occurring m the book. 
On folios 14, 16, 18, 24 (text) the letter u is always written u. This edition is believed by 
Weigel and others to be the first edition of this often-repeated work, by reason of the beauty and 
originality of the designs, and the sharpness of outline, which proves the impression to be an 
early one/* # .

In February, 1873, a preliminary intimation of this work was published. Various other 
notifications were issued from time to time, until the actual production of the first instalment in 
January, 1876, in The Printing Times and Lithographer. In this publication it has ever since 
appeared monthly, and is still being continued. 

The Compilers have limited the signification of the word “ Printing ,, by rejecting photo¬ 
graphic printing, calico printing, telegraphic printing, &c., as irrelevant processes which ore not 
utilised for literary purposes. In fact, the works cited are those treating of typographic, litho¬ 
graphic, copperplate printing, &c., with the cognate arts of type-found .ng, stereotyping, elcCtro- 
typing, and wood-engraving. The subjects of Paper and Bookbinding are not included, although 
it would have been an interesting task to deal with them, as would also have been the case with 
Copyright and Laws regulating the Press ; but, though they bear very closely on the subject, 
they seem to beloug rather to the results and outcome of printing than to printing itself. 

The several books cited are arranged in Alphabetical order under the names of the writers, 
in every case wherein the authorship is noted on the title-page or was known to the Compilers; 
the names in the latter case being inserted in brackets. Anonymous works are placed according 
to the wording of the title, the first noun in such cases determining the alpnabetical position in 
this Bibliography. Every system of arrangement is open to objection; but it is hoped that the 
one adopted will best facilitate reference to any book required, and therefore will prove more 
convenient than the chronological method; but in several cases wherein it is interesting to mark 
the evolution of a subject during successive years, an historical note has been given for the 
purpose. The article on “ Koster,” for instance, summarises the theories of various authors who 
have written on the subject of the “Haarlem Legend.” Investigation, it is hoped, has been 
rendered easier by the employment of cross references. 

Great pains have been taken with the annotations, which the Compilers venture to think, 
form, as a whole, a valuable collection of material towards a future History of Printing. In some 
instances by personal research, in others by correspondence with authorities, official and private, in 
various parts of the world, a very large nnmber of hitherto unrecorded facts have been collected, 
while some important verifications or corrections of statements hitherto generally accepted have 
been secured. In this way the Compilers have endeavoured to present a considerable amount of 
matter which tfce future collector of historical facts will find acceptable,—and, indeed necessary. 
There may be mentioned, for example, the section devoted to Societies, which embodie 
materials for an account of the trade organizations of printers for above a century. It is largely 
founded on original documents not hitherto described, and on reminiscences and the collections 
formed by one of the Compilers, who. himself a printer apd the son of a printer, had for many 
years taken an active part in the transactions of the Master Printers 7 Association of London. 
Either as a member of various committees appointed to legislate on the current trade movements, 
or as a Chairman of this Association, he has had opportunities of practically acquainting himself 
with contemporary trade politics, as they affected both employers and employed. The historical 
value of such details, although not always appreciated, ought not to be underrated, for the events 
here recorded have, during the present century, considerably influenced the conditions under which 
the art of printing has been practised, and, to some extent, affected its products in this country. 

These pages have been illustrated by a large number of interesting cuts, derived from 
various sources. Most of those representing the printers' devices were engraved with his own 
hand by Mr. J. Ph. Berjeau, and originally published in his little volume on “ Printers* Marks,” 
and in his Bookworm. Both of these works being out of print and almost unattainable, the blocks 
were required, and they are here given in order, under the names of the printers who used them. 
Indeed, these pages are enriched with probably the largest and most representative collection of 
delineations of typographical monuments, and of portraits of notabilities, that has ever been 
presented in one work. 

Special attention is drawn to the many original Biographical Notices that are given of EnglisJt 
and Foreign printers; these have been obtained under exceptionally favourable circumstances.

This block-book, supposed to have been executed about 1435, is of the greatest interest in the 
history of the origin of typography, as well as of popular education. It is a Pictorial Scripture 
History, that is to say a picture of a certain subject from the Old or New Testament is given, 
with a more or less brief account in black letter underneath it, of the personages or scenes 
intended. Each page has a double subject. As regards the drawing we hold it to be, though 
rude, very artistic.

“The title of this ancient Greek manuscript of the Bible, which is by common consent 
ascribed to the fifth century, is derived from the fact that it belonged to the Patriarchal 
Chamber of Alexandria as far back as the beginning of the 14th century, as appears from a 
note iu Arabic of that period inscribed on the first page of Genesis. Another note, also in 
Arabic of the same time, records the tradition that the manuscript was written by the 
hand of the martyr Thecla—a tradition, however, which need not be seriously considered. 
Whether the Codex was preserved at Alexandria earlier than the 14th century there is 
nothing to show ; but the evidence of some of the writing points to an Egyptian origiu, and 
we may assume that no city of Egypt would be more likely than Alexandria to be its 
birthplace. When Cyril Luoar, Patriarch of Alexandria, was promoted to Constantinople, 
in 1621, he took the manuscript with him, and presented it, through our Ambassador, Sir 
Thomas Roe, as a gift to King Charles I, in 1627. From that date it remained in the 
Royal Library, until 1757, when it was transferred with the rest of the Royal manuscripts 
to the newly-founded British Museum. 

“ The autotype edition which is now completed is an excellent one, faithfully repro¬ 
ducing the manuscript, page for page, in full size. At a comparitively moderate cost this 
true likeness of the Codex Alexandrinus will find its way to the different libraries of Europe 
and America and be welcomed as the best possible representative of the original/’—

poetry of the Lusiads ; and in our tongue there exist numerous versions more or 
less faithful and ambitious. In 1655, Sir Richard Eansbaw began the series, con¬ 
tinued in Mickle, Musgrave, Adamson, Quillinan, Hewitt, Duff, and Aubertin; 
and now worthily closed by one superior to them all. Captain Burton’s work is 
of peculiar value for several reasons. He was attracted to Camoens by a 
powerful sympathy, arising from a certain similarity in the lives of the two men 
and in their modes of thought; and for twenty years of travel and exploration 
he made the Lusiads his constant companion, drinking in, as it were, the life 
and spirit of his master, with whom he completely identified himself. His great 
mastery of the English language has enabled him to overcome the difficulties of 
exact and verbal reproduction, without loosing the sweetness and perfume of the 
poetry. In fact, only an enthusiastic worshipper, endowed with extraordinary 
gifts, could have sustained the toil of such a feat, borne unflaggingly and success¬ 
fully to the end. A few archaisms appear in the translation which, so far from 
seeming out of place, rather heighten the force and effect of the English poem. 
It is a work which amply justifies Mrs. Burton’s energetic admiration, and must 
add a new and glorious wreath to the many honours that already crown the 
reputation of Captain Burton.

“ Captain Burton—one of the most remarkable men of this present time— 
has followed up his excellent and romantic version of the ‘ Lusiads’ of Luis 
de Camoens, with a commentary, which—to me at least—is a good deal more 
interesting than the ‘ Lusiads’ themselves.

Captain Burton 
divides his work into five chapters; namely, ‘ Biographical,' ‘ Bibliographical,' 
‘ Historical and Chronological,' ‘ Geographical,' and ‘ Annotative.' And, so 
far as I can see, he seems to have completely exhausted his subject. It has 
rarely been my good fortune to read a more interesting and attractive book. It 
should send many readers to the ‘Lusiads' themselves—in the original Portu¬ 
guese, or in the picturesque English of Captain Burton himself; and it should 
secure the author many friends and well-wishers for his promised translation of 
the sonnets and the songs. 

“ I should add that Mrs. Burton contributes to these volumes a spirited 
little essay on the reviews called forth by her husband’s version of the epic. 
She is very justly severe on the indifference with which we moderns regard such 
‘bygone ana old-world things’ as * Romance, Loyalty, Honour, and Patriot- 
sm.* Of the last three of these qualities there is an abundance in the 
‘Lusiads.' But is there so very much of the first? I cannot think so. To me 
the poet is a hundredfold more romantic than the poem, the man than the book, 
the life than the work. Camoens, the adventurer, is worthy of a place with 
Cervantes; but the ‘ Lusiads’ is not ‘ Don Quixote,’ and Romance—well, before 
I go any further I should like to have Mrs. Burton’s idea of Romance.

One of the most magnificent books on the Art-Monuments of Spain, and probably superior 
to any other in the accuracy and learning of its author. The series of illustrations was selected 
from works of art which were excellent by reason of their historical character or the beauty of 
their execution. Only 275 copies were printed, of which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers 
amongst the aristocracy of Spain. The book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, 
and as likely before long, in consequence of its intrinsic worth and the short supply of copies, to 
become a costly rarity. 

“ His great work, the ‘Iconografia Espanola,’ published in 1853 and 1864,contains seventy- 
four* portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating ‘from the eleventh to the seventeenth centuries.’ 
Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish and French, were his own work. 
Amongst the gems of this collection may be named the bas-reliefs of Charles V and his 
Empress, attributed by Cean Bermudez to Pompco Leoni, and now in the Museum at Madrid; 
portraits of Philip II when young, and in his old age ; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de 
Austria, Philip’s wives, and the famous * one-eyed ’ Princess of Eboli. That of Heraan Cortds 
is exquisitely finished. He executed several copies of portraits after Goya, which have never 
been published, notably that of the famous Andalusian beauty * La Duquesa de Alva.’ The 
mantilla, maja jacket, snort black lace dress, silk stockings, and high-heeled shoes indicate the 
provincial costume of the ‘duchess of the period ’ to perfection. That of Maria Luisa, the less 
beautiful and austere wife of Charles III, indicates Goya’s character. He seems never to have 
flattered his sitters, even when nature had been gracious to them. Maria Luisa de Borbon, 
Duchess of San Fernando, figures in an empire dress, with a head-gear of feathers; and albeit 
nature had forgotten to favour her, the wayward artist painted her as she lived, plain and 
dowdy.”— Athenaeum, April 10th, 1880.

# “ In pondering over tbe fragmentary re¬ 
mains of Cicero’s Republic, and deploring the 
loss of so much that has disappeared, I have, 
as I before observed, imagined him to be laying 
down the very principles on which the free 
constitution of the British Empire rests. This, 
and the patriotic sentiments he breathes 
throughout all his writings, have been to me 
the great charm and solace of some years of 
labour. If I have indulged in a delusion, it 
has at least been a pleasant one ; and I would 
urge young politicians and students of English 
Constitutional History to read the original and 
judge for themselves .”—Preface (see page xix). 

“ This is a new paginal translation, from 
the text of the third edition of Cardinal Mai, 
Rome, 1846, and comes before us both pleasant 
to look at and good to read. It is known to 
scholars and students how the famous Cardinal 
found in a palimpsest of St. Augustine on the 
Psalms a portion of the long missing treatise 
of Cicero, ‘ De Republics.’ It had long been 
held that, like a so far lost work of his, the 
‘ De Glora,’ the * De Republics,’ was also irre¬ 
trievably lost, Even now Mr. Hardingham 
tells us only about one-third of the real work 
remains, and that patched and put together in 
fragments from different sources. Mr. Greville 
is quoted in vol. i, 367, May, 1830, as record¬ 
ing, ‘ amongst the most cunous of the literary 
treasure we saw (at the Vatican library) was a 
manuscript of some of St. Augustine’s works 
written upon a palimpsest of Cicero’s “ De 
Republica.” This treatise was brought to 
light by Mai; the old Latin was as nearly 
erased as possible, but by the application of 
gall it has been brought out faintly, but 
enough to be made out and completely read.’ 
This interesting work of Mai’s has been trans¬ 
lated into French by Villemain and Gendre de 
Mancey, into Italiah by Marchesi, into English 
by Featherstonebaugh, Barham, and Yonge, 
and Latin editions have been issued by 
Orsannus, Gottigen; Noble, Leipsic; and 
Orille and Halm, Zurich. Mr. Hardingham’s 
translation appears to us to be a very good 
one, and to err neither in too great diffusive¬ 
ness nor too slavish representation of the 
original. The name, as the works of Cicero 
always do, call up pleasurable thoughts to the 
English classical student. There is something 
so large and free in his * coup-d’ceil’ of men 
and things, something so patriotic and English 
in all his ideas and opinions, that he is ever a 
‘ grata persona ’ to those who in a very ignorant 
age do not affect to despise the memories of 
Greece and Rome, or to dive into the recesses 
of that wondrous store of culture and wisdom, 
sound learning and true philosophy, which may 
undoubtedly still be found by earnest and loyal 
*e€kers amid 4 the thoughts which burn,’ the 


4 words which linger,’ the * memories which 
supervene,’ and the esoteric teaching which 
still happily survives the fleeting episodes of 
centuries and the destroying hand of Time. 

As we pore over Cicero’s old world words to¬ 
day, the evidence he displays of wide reading, 
gracious studies, and soundest lore, we feel 
how much we still have akin with the ancient / 
Roman. We still form part, as we read, of 
these Latin personalities which crowd the 
streets of 4 Roma antiqua, saunter, in the 
Forum, or climb the summit of the Capitoline 
Hill.’ His words still can move us as tBey 
moved his spellbound listeners of yore; his 
patriotic emotions still are ours ; his recurrent 
imaginings and then his calm survey of things 
still harmonize with our sentiments and motives 
of action ; and, above all, the kindly and 
reasoning nature of the man, his attachment to 
law, order, and a settled state of things are 
entirely in accord with the lucubrations of our 
soundest thoughts as regards social, family, 
and public life. We owe to Cicero many 
noble ideas, many happy sentences, much that 
can move the cold and callous nature of states¬ 
men, theorists, and publicists, as well as can 
appeal to all that constitute the realization of 
true progress and civilizing influences. At 
times, as we surrender ourselves to the charms 
of his style and eloquence, we almost think 
that his teaching suits our own 4 disjointed 
times,’ and many are the lessons of warning, 
truth, or acute experience which the statesmen 7 
of to-day can gain from thoughts laden with 
wisdom, and words abounding in reality. Mr. 
Hardingham truly says, 44 Of all the prose 
writers of the Roman world Cicero was the 
most varied in matter and the purest in style 
Of transcendant eloquence he excelled as 
jurist, orator, statesman, and philosopher. He 
urges youth to duty and devotion to his country, 
and charms old age with the consolations of 
philosophy. To the jurist he gave laws based 
ou the indisputable rights of mankind ; to the 
orator, lessons both by precept and example ; 
to the statesman, principles and government 
applicable to any nation.’

“This handsome quarto volume of some 
three hundred pages may be regarded as the 
author’s contribution to the International 
Fisheries Exhibition. It relates to fisheries 
of which comparatively little is known in this 
country, and will be found to afford many 
practical suggestions of much interest to 
British fish-culturists and fishermen. In the 
short introduction which Dr. A. Gunther has 
written to the work he calls the attention of 
English pisciculturists to the methods prac¬ 
tised by the Italians of rearing the fry of 
marine fishes, such as the red and grey mullets, 
the different flat fishes, eels, &c., in enclosed 
waters, and keeping them in captivity until 
they become a marketable size, a practice 
which, unlike the hatching of ova and allowing 
the fry to escape, is to be recommended by its 
yielding direct and immediate profitable results.

M The account of the fish markets on the 
coast of the Adriatic is very interesting. 
Passing over the fish recognized by ourselves 
as edible, we have others which are not valued 
in this country. The spiny dogfish is esteemed 
a delicacy, and as being greatly superior to the 
smooth hound and the spotted dogfish, which are 
also eaten. The flesh of the larger sharks also 
makes its appearance in the markets; whilst 
sea cucumbers and sea urchins—the latter in 
spawn—form important articles of food on the 
southern shores. The large sea turtle is some¬ 
times to be seen in the Dalmatian markets, 
some specimens reaching a weight of 80lbs.; 
and at Fiume and all over Istria small fresh¬ 
water turtles are largely consumed, being con¬ 
sidered a great delicacy. They cost from two¬ 
pence to threepence each, and are brought by 
the shipload from Greece and Albania. 

The preparation of the fish for food is 
worthy of notice. The echini are eaten raw ; 
the sea-anemones and the smaller octopi or 
cuttle-fish are fried in oil, which is always used 
for this purpose in place of butter ; the crabs 
are dressed with finely-cut garlic and parsley.

Of the original Map I can only trace the existence of three copies, one of which is to be seen 
in the Grenville copy of Ilakluyt, 3 vols. It is by far the finest Chartographical labour which 
appeared from the epoch of the discovery of America down to the time of D’Anville—that is for 
more than two hundred years. Hakluyt intended to insert this map (which must have been 
already undertaken by Mollineux) in the work published in 1589, but it was not of course ready, 
and some copies were sent out with a substituted engraving, which is called in the preface “one 
of the best generall mappes of the world.” The latter map was simply a re-engraving from the 
latest mappemonde of Ortclius (1588), and identical with the one which was regularly published 
in the English edition of Linschoten’s Travels ; having therefore no original value or interest. 

The engraver of the great Map, or—as Hakluyt calls it—Terrestrial Globe, was “ Mr. 
Emmeric Mollineux of Lambeth, a rare gentleman in his profession, being therein for divers 
years greatly supported by the purse and liberality of the worshipful merchant, Mr. William 
Sanderson.”

I am not able to express any 
opinion as to the author’s success in dealing with his vast subject, but I know of no more 
bold and comprehensive effort to grapple with a subiect that is so full of interest.”— Light.

One of the greatest impediments to the progress of Architectural Art in this country has been 
the difficulty of finding any building material which should unite durability with elegance, and 
should not at the same time be so expensive as to preclude its being generally employed. Stone 
suitable for building purposes is not found in many parts of the country, and especially not near the 
Metropolis. In addition to its expensiveness, stone soon becomes discoloured, and many kinds decay 
rapidly when exposed to smoke and atmospheric impurities. In all the south-eastern districts of the 
country brick is the usual substitute resorted to ; but, as hitherto employed, its shape and colour, 
combined with the smallness of its size, have resulted in extreme meanness of effect, and rendered 
its employment impossible when anything like artistic effect was aimed at. An escape fpom this 
dilemma has been attempted by covering the brickwork with stucco; but this is admitted to be at 
east a most undesirable makeshift. 

Under these circumstances, the employment of Terra-Cotta seems to offer a means of remedying 
this defect more readily than any other which has yet been suggested. It is more durable than 
•tone ; its colour may be toned down if desirable ; its neatness and preciseness remove at once all 
appearance of meanness; and it is capable of being moulded into ornaments of any amount of 
complexity or sharpness of detail. For a long time its employment in this country has been limited 
by nc&l regulations connected with the duty on bricks, and when resorted to, has too often been 
nxmccessfui for want of refined and elegant models. Of late, however, several firms have undertaken 
kfl manufacture on a large scale, and can produce articles of elegance and durability.

This work is, without comparison, the most useful of all the Fund Publications. It stands 
m the same relation to Oriental Literature as Watts' Bibliotheca and Qraesse’s Tresor do to that 
of the Western World. The arrangement is alphabetic, according to the names of the worke 
(an Index of Authors being added at the end), and comprises descriptions of above 15,000 
books in Arabic, Persian, and Turkish ; with statements of the date when the writers flourished, 
and many other useful particulars. 

Mustafa ben Abdallah Katib Tchlebei, called Hadji Khalfeh, was a learned Turk, who, 
early in the seventeenth century, held a high official position under Amurath IV. At a later 
period he collected a large library, and wrote several works, chiefly historical; but the greatest 
monument of his immense industry and erudition remains in the Bibliographical Lexicon 
(Kathf uz-Zanun). The Bibliotheque of D’Herbelot consists principally of an abstract from 
defective texts of the work of Hadji Khalfeh ; while FIiigel's edition is based upon the best 
copies in existence, which contain the corrections and additions of later writers.

Mr. Huth’s Library is rich in illuminated MSS. of the most splendid character, and in 
choice and magnificent specimens of Mediaeval and Oriental art. Mr. Huth’s collection of 
Bibles is singularly full ; comprising almost every rare edition which is coveted by amateurs. 
As much may be said of the section containing Works of Travel and Voyages, and including 
most of the rare pieces which marked the advance of geographical discovery in America and in 
the East. The rare books in German and Spanish Literature—two favourite classes with 
Mr. Huth—are sufficient in themselves to stamp his library as one of exceptional importance ; 
but his collection of English books in fine bindings is unrivalled : it may be said that in 
Shakspeariana, and generally in large and well preserved examples of the literature of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, it stands facile prxnceps.

Moslem critics have 
blamed him for enlarging on the lives of poets and historical writers, at the 
expense of the learned doctors of law; but that very circumstance renders 
his book all the more valuable to the European reader.

“By his work on 'Japanese Marks and 
Seals,' and his share in the magnificent 
volumes on the ‘ Keramic Art of Japan,’ Mr. 
Bowes is well known, not only as a writer 
on Japanese art, but also as a collector of 
great taste and knowledge. It is in connec¬ 
tion with one department of his collection, and 
& illustration of some of the more remarkable 
objects in that department, that Mr. Bowes 
lias now issued a monogram on 'Japanese 
Enamels.’ It is an extremely elegant volume, 
containing nearly a score of largo page illus¬ 
trations—two of them elaborately coloured— 
and a number of woodcuts. From these 
illustrations, as from those in former works, a 
faint idea may be formed of the extraordinary 
richness, value, and beauty of Mr. Bowes* 
Oriental treasures. The book is, in fact, 
a catalogue raisowrtf of that portion of the 
collection which consists of enamels, Japanese, 
Chinese, and European, of the class known as 
cloisonnd and others; and the only possible 
fault that could be found with it is that it is 
* printed for private circulation.’ For while 
the favoured few private individuals or public 
institutions whom the generous author may 
honour with copies will donbtless duly prize 
their good fortune, and cherish a possession 
not attainable by their neighbours, it Beems a 
pity that such a work should not be accessible 
through hard cash to a wider, if still select 
and certainly appreciative, circle. The book 
needs only to be seen to be admired, and any 
one who reads it can readily understand how 
much loving care, labour, money, and know¬ 
ledge must have gone, first to the acquisition 
of the objects, and, secondly, to their adequate 
description. Study of Japanese history and 
literature is shown in almost every page ; Mr. 
Bowes is learned, not only in respect of the 
artistic qualities of the objects, but also in 
respect of their history and significance. 


These are practically to Europeans a new 
art, a new history, and a new literature; for 
it is little more than a quarter of a century 
since the rich and mature, if certainly peculiar, 
art of Japan was known in the West, and it is 
less than twenty years since the first oppor¬ 
tunity was afforded, by the Paris Exhibition 
of 1867, to connoisseurs in France and Eng¬ 
land to makfe themselves acquainted with ‘ the 
marvellous diversity and extraordinary beauty 
of the works of the Land of the Rising Sun.’ 
‘No words,' 6ays Mr. Bowes, ‘can do justice 
to the splendour of that assemblage of art 
objects m lacquer, pottery, metals, textile 
fabrics, and carved ivory works.' It was 
a splendour which will never again gladden 
the envious eye ; for the collection, offered in 
its entirety to Paris and to London, was 
rejected by both cities, and was subsequently 
broken up and dispersed. It can never be 
brought together again ; and it can have* no 
successor. For most of those objects were 
precious and incomparable antiques, such as 
cannot now be produced or adequately imi¬ 
tated ; Oriental factories and studios no 
longer turn out such works, the mechanical 
processes being in some cases lost, and 
being in almost all cases too costly 
for the modern market; at the same 
time the educated and wealthy Japanese 
are now so thoroughly alive to the beauty 
and importance of the higher classes of 
their national works, that under no ordinary 
circumstances are these now to he allowed 
to leave the country, bat are carefully collected 
and treasured in Imperial, national, and noble 
museums. The supply to this country has 
almost entirely ceased since 1874. Hence the 
happy possessors of snch treasures, here as in 
Japan itself, are in the proud position of 
knowing that they are proprietors not only of 
such things of beauty as arc joys for ever, but

that their intrinsic value must steadily in¬ 
crease, as the art they embody becomes more 
and more generally appreciated. Fine antique 
Chinese china is in the same case ; it is a valu¬ 
able investment, liable, of course, to risks of 
theft or breakage, but otherwise safe to rise 
in price year by year. So rapidly of late years 
have the finer examples been disappearing 
from the ordinary market—where, instead of 
being in a manner staple articles, they have 
become merely casual—that we seem near the 
time when only on the dispersal of some con¬ 
siderable collection, or the break up of old 
family stores, will private individuals or public 
collections have a chance of acquiring really 
valuable pieces. Though the uninitiated may 
smile at such weakness, a genuine virtuoso in 
china appreciates his plates and vases as a 
picture-fancier docs his finest canvases ; and to 
the one the pleasures of possession and con¬ 
templation are as great as to the other. Thus 
Mr. Jarves, a writer on Japanese art, and long 
resident in Japan, declares, as quoted by Mr. 
Bo*es, that about really fine specimens ‘ there 
is an unmistakable atmosphere of general 
loveliness and purity of tints, as cheerful in a 
room as are the corresponding colours of the 
heavens to the senses in the mellow light of a 
perfect day ’—making, in fact, a sunshine in a 
shady place. Hiring to even higher flights, 
Mr. Jarves—with what some may regard as a 
touch of profanity—says, 1 the art that can put 
any mortal into a more hopeful and enlivening 
mood than his usual one deserves well of God 
and men.’ But such wild enthusiasm may, 
perhaps, be pardoned when it is remembered 
that the exciting objects are so truly rare and 


precious, and that we can never have any more 
of them ; for *native archaeologists assert that 
the composition and application of the ancient 
chisonnS enamelling is one of the lost arts.* 
Not only are the finer processes now unattain¬ 
able, but the ordinary manufacture is unhap¬ 
pily being degraded. 4 At Yokohama,’ says 
Mr. Bowes, 4 at Nagoya, in the province of 
Owari, and, 1 believe, at Kioto also, the in¬ 
dustry is now carried on upon a large scale by 
native workmen, but mainly under the super¬ 
intendence of French directors, who, studying 
what they supposed to be the requirements of 
the European market, have produced works 
deficient alike in beauty of form, colouring, 
and workmanship.* Our lively and aggressive 
neighbours thus seem to work mischief in all 
departments in the East. Illustrations of the 
subjects painted on the enamels are largely 
drawn from history and literature, and Mr. 
Bowes gives many examples of these. This 
is a field which has not been hitherto much 
worked by students of enamel and porcelain ; 
mainly, no doubt, for want of the requisite 
knowledge; but it is one which might be made 
exceedingly interesting. The pictures on much 
of the china are really of the style which in 
Europe we should call genre , and, rightly 
understood, would be both curious and in¬ 
structive, as throwing light on the domestic 
life and habits of the extraordinary peoples 
of two great and extraordinary empires and 
civilizations. Is any one better fitted to un¬ 
dertake such an onerous but pleasing and 
interesting task than Mr. Bowes ? ”— Scotsman , 
August 22, 1884.

Sir, —In reply to your correspondent, Mr. Eyton, and others, who have 
written to question the propriety of commemorating the 400th anniversary of 
the birth of Luther, I trust you will allow me to state that the resolutions 
proposed to be moved at the general meeting on the 12th of November, and the 
papers to be read at the afternoon meetings of Saturday and Monday (November 
10 and 12) will be found to embody, in my belief, a full justification of the action 
taken by the supporters of the Luther Commemoration. As to Mr. Eyton’s 
reference to Luther’s opinions on marriage, founded on an alleged quotation 
from a sermon preached quite two years before he threw off his monk’s habit, 
I would ask his consideration of Luther’s denunciation of those who even in 
his lifetime misrepresented his opinions. Luther’s complaint is—first, that 
they brought against him his early writings, when he was, as he designated 
himself, “ a most insane Papist and when he was “ merely striving to emerge 
and force his way out of this thick darkness.” (See preface to the first volume 
of the 1564 Jena edition of his works.) Secondly, that they maliciously 
perverted his subsequent and mature teaching, and, he adds, “ If they do this 
while I am alive, and while I look on and hear it, in the name of God what 
will they do when I am dead ? ” (See “ Articul. Smalcaldi®, a Mart. Luther,” 
Script, ann. 1537, Prsef. sec. cum autem, etc., Libr. Symbolic. Eccl. Evan. ed. 
8vo., Johannis A. A. Zitman, Lip., 1827, p. 230.)

V. Luther’s Marriage with a Nun. 


Luther married Catherine Bora two 
years after she escaped with others 
from the Nunnery of Nimptschen, and 
he married her by his father’s com¬ 


mands (“ Opera,” Tom. iii, Jena edit., 
p. 150, cited by Seckendorf in his 
“Apology for Luther,” lib. ii, n. 4. 
Leipsic, 1694). Seckendorf also, in 
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Lutheb — continued 

the same place, referring to the accu¬ 
sations with regard to this marriage, 
quotes the words of Melancthon: as 
follows :—“ If common fame says any¬ 
thing indecent , it is manifest that it is 
a lie and a calumny. ” Even the Priest 
Erasmus, who originally propagated 
a scandal relating to this marriage, 
withdrew his accusations and stated, 
“ Luther’s marriage is certain; the 
report of his wife being so speedily 
brought to bed is false,... if the com¬ 
mon story be true that Antichrist shall 
be born of a Monk and a Nun, as they 
pretend, how many thousands of Anti¬ 
christs are there in the world already ?” 
(“ Epistle,” xxii, lib. 17. Edit. Lug- 
dun. Bataviae, 1703.)—Catherine Bora 
escaped from the Nunnery in 1523. 
Luther was married June 11,1525; and 
his eldest son John was bom June 
7, 1526. (See Worsley’s “ Life of 
Luther,” vol. i, pp. 77 and 98.) 

This leads to the consideration of 
Luther’s opinions on marriage, which 
have been stigmatized as immoral, more 
particularly in reference to liis sermon 
on marriage (preached so early as 1522) 
by those who evidently have never 
read that admirable production. The 
Rev. S. Baring-Gould has ventured to 
assert of this sermon—which he states 
is “ too gross to be reproduced in print,” 
as follows :—“ Suffice it to say that he 
(Luther) lays it down as a duty in¬ 
cumbent on every married woman wffio 
is without children to contract a secret 
union with another man, and that every 
man whose wife is barren should have 
a concubine. ‘ The Bible,’ says he, 
‘nowhere forbids man to have more 
wives than one,’ and he pronounces 
concubinage to be a veritable marriage 
before God.” Mr. Baring-Gould was 
publicly challenged in the pages of 
The Guardian to produce the original 
text, but without eliciting a response. 
Meanwhile his misstatements, misquo¬ 
tations,misttanslations, and perversions 
of Luther’s words and meaning have 
been thoroughly exposed by Mr. C. 
Hastings Collette in his admirable work, 


“Luther Vindicated” (published by 
Mr. Quaritch, Piccadilly, London), 
from which the following quotation 
will show the purport of the serlnon 
which has been so virulently attacked: 
—“ This well-known sermon contains 
a vigorous defence of the saintliness 
of the married state, and an exposition, 
on grounds of Scripture, of the laws 
with which God has protected it. To¬ 
wards its close there is a bold and 
beautiful description of the Divine 
dignity thrown by God’s command 
over the most simple and homely du¬ 
ties of Father and Mother, when per¬ 
formed in Faith and Obedience. It 
contains also a passage in which, by 
anticipation, Luther vehemently de¬ 
nounces unfaithfulness in circumstan¬ 
ces similar to those suggested in Mr. 
Baring-Gould’s statement, but invol¬ 
ving far stronger temptation. Where 
is the honesty in such a critic ?”* 

As to the opinion of the Church of 
Rome on the question of marriage, Mr. 
Collette, in the above-named work, re¬ 
fers to the unnatural law passed by the 
Church of Rome enforcing celibacy on 
the priesthood, and quotes the Car¬ 
dinal and Archbishop Bellarmine as 
deliberately stating “that it is a greater 
evil for a priest to marry than to com¬ 
mit fornication ;”f also Cardinal Cam- 
pegio as openly pronouncing beforo 
the magistrates of Strasburgh : “ that 
it was a greater sin for priests to be 
married than to keep several harlots in 
their own houses.”J Luther, on the 
other hand, vehemently opposed this 
unnatural law, which condemns priests 
to perpetual celibacy .—Extract from 
the Pamphlet, “Martin Luther , Reply to 
his Assailants .”

We arc 
not blind to the absence of ‘ accurate scholarship. * On the contrary, we say that in spite of 
it, such books, with their copious notes and references, are most useful to the student as guide- 
posts over the whole wide tract of mythological and legendary religion. We must be content 
here to point out this very full hook, merely remarking upon one or two of its (wo regret to sayj) 
numerous defects. Bell’s ‘ New Pantheon’of 1790 is not exactly the book we should now 
cite authoritatively as to the mythology of heathendom. We cannot find any mention as regards 
the doctrine of atonement (and it is ah important omission) of the Jewish scapegoat. The cross- 
formed Swastica is said (p. 340) to be ‘ the distinctive badge of the sect of Xaca Japonicus.’ 
The original authority for this ignorant statement is not given, but it evidently comes from a 
Latin work by a Portuguese missionary priest. The Japanese Xaca is of course Buddha himself, 
the Sanscrit Sakya-muni and the Shiyahu-Niyorai or Niyorai-sama of Japanese Buddhism. 
The same misapprehension shows itself in different works in speaking of China on another page 
(119), where we find ‘the sect of Xaca, which is evidently a corruption of Buddhism/”—

The following papers were contributed to the New Zealand Country Journal: some of 
them had their beginning (for the public) in notes supplied at his request to Mr. Buffer, in aid 
of the ‘‘History of the Birds of New Zealandothers were revised papers read before the 
Philosophical Societies of Wellington and Canterbury. A few words of explanation are offered 
in reference to Rome of the papers : the visit to Hiknrangi in May, 1878, offered a rare 
opportunity of seeing Maoris at home, at a period when a large section of the race had with¬ 
drawn from intercourse with Europeans. “National Domains ” was written early in 1878, with 
the faint hope of calling public attention to the wisdom of making provision for the future by 
timely reservations of land for the important purposes indicated. “ Fern Leaves ” was the 
outcome of many wanderings in both islands: this was supplemented by a systematic Catalogue 
of Ferns, following Hooker’s admirable arrangement, written for the use of those collectors to 
whom botanical terms were for the most part a snare and a stumbling-block. 

These pages teem with original observations on the Maoris, the Birds, Mammals and Plants 
of New Zealand.

The second volume of the Corporation records is published at an opportune moment, when 
Canon Stubbs, who has shown the extreme value of such documents as are herein printed, has 
been rewarded by a seat upon the Episcopal bench. It is of even greater interest than the first 
volume, though that contained early illustrations of laws, customs, and manners, which have 
been read with interest throughout the country. The great merit of the present volume lies in 
its complete unfolding of the principles of local self-government until the Plantagenet kings. 
The first volume, with its illustrations of the simple form of self-government from the time of, 
and even anterior to, the Conquest, served as an admirable preface to the present one, which 
illustrates the municipal government of a more civilized, wealthier, and more complex condition 
of society .—Nottingham Daily Qucvrdian , April 9.

“ The Town Council of Nottingham in the 
year 1877, on the motion of Mr. Hugh Browne, 
appointed a committee to inquire into the 
rights and duties of the freemen of the town, 
and the origin of the payments to them out of 
the corporate estates. In the year 1879, on 
the motion of Mr. Alderman Cropper, a new 
committee was appointed, with the powers of 
the first-named committee, and of this com¬ 
mittee Mr. Fredrick Acton was chosen chair¬ 
man. This committee was advised that they 
must take steps to ascertain precisely what 
rights the freemen formerly had over the 
common lands of the town, and how these 
rights had arisen, so as to strengthen the hands 
of the Council in case litigation could not be 
avoided. For this purpose it became necessary 
to search the archives of the Council from 
the earliest times, and the Town Clerk was 
authorized to obtain suitable assistance. With 
the sanction of the Finance Committee the 
services of Mr. W. Henry Stevenson were 
engaged. In searching the corporate records, 
many important and interesting documents, 
relating to other matters than those involved 
in the original search, were discovered. Many 
of these documents had not been disturbed for 
very many years. The dispute with the free¬ 
men was happily compromised ; but it seemed 
a pity that the matter collected, relating to 
the history and growth of the town, and other 
information throwing light upon the customs 
and manners of those early times, should be 


lost, and the labour and expense already 
incurred thrown away. 

“ The Finance Committee determined, 
therefore, to print a volume of extracts with 
translations. In order that the work might be 
presented to the public with an assurance of 
its accuracy, the extracts and translations 
have been revised by the Rev. James Raine, m.a., 
of York Cathedral, the learned Secretary of 
the Surtees Society. 

“ The first instalment of the work is now 
presented to the public, and the committee 
hope that the reception accorded to it will 
warrant its continuance. 

“ Town Clerks are by statute the keepers 
of the corporate records, subject to the 
directions of the Council. These records, in 
many instances, contain matters of more than 
local importance, which will remain hidden 
in the archives of our towns, until Conncils 
are convinced of the importance of publishing 
them.

Only 200 copies wero 
issued, and these for presents. One or two copies have been sold in the last few years at constuntly 
rising prices. The O’Connor copy, 4 vols. in boards, sold recently at Dublin for £105. 

The expenses incurred by the Duke of Buckingham, for the researches and for the printing of 
these four volumes, exceeded the sum of £3000. 

The work consists of the original Irish texts, with Latin translations, of the Hiberno-Celtic 
MSS., formerly in the Library of Stowe, but now added to the literary treasures of Ashburnhnm 
House, near Hastings, the Earl of A shburnham having purchased the whole of the Stowe Collection 
of MSS. Dr. O'Connor refrained from inserting any work which had already been printed, and the 
entire series may be said to consist of important additions to the history and antiquities of Ireland, 
most of which were only previously known to us by name. Therefore, “ Whether we consider the 
learning of O’Connor, the value of the materials, or the princely munificence of the Duke of Buck¬ 
ingham, at whose expense it was produced, it is without a parallel in modern literature.”— Sir F .

Sir,—In the current number of the Edinburgh 
Review there is an article on “ Corea/’ in 
which I find it stated (p. 300) that “ with the 
exception of some scanty notices collected by 
the earlier Jesuit missionaries in China, and 
by writers such as Kcempfer and Siebold in 
Japan, no published accounts of the geogra¬ 
phy or constitution of tbe Corcan kingdom are 
in existence.” I have met with similar state¬ 
ments elsewhere. I should be obliged, there¬ 
fore, if you would permit me to call attention 
through your columns to a work written by a 
Japanese author, Rinsifee, in 1786, called San 
Kokf Tsou Ran To Sets , or M A History of the 
Three Kingdoms,” viz., Corea, Yezo, and Loo- 
choo. This work has been translated into French 
by Klaproth, and is to be found among the 
publications of the Oriental Translation Fund.

Seeing that the magnificent work of Mr. Gould, on “ The Birds of Australia," so com* 
pletely supplies every want of the Ornithologist in this particular direction, it may be thought 
that any other work is superfluous ; but copies of Mr. Gould’s Ornithology are so difficult to 
procure, and their price is so far beyond the means of any but the most wealthy, that the Author 
of the present publication deems any further reasons for the necessity of a second work un¬ 
necessary, as he desires to place within the power of all who wish to obtain it, an accurate and 
useful book of reference, at as low a cost as will allow of its being published in a creditable 
manner. 

The Author’s impression is, that, whenever practicable, life size pictures of birds are most 
desirable, as tending to convey a more accurate idea than those on a reduced scale, and it will be 
his aim to represent the majority of die Austrialian Birds the size of life. The form in which 
the work appears (imperial quarto) precludes his giving a complete portrait of many of the larger 
Birds ; but as much of each bird is figured as will enable any one to identify the species repre¬ 
sented, especially as the accompanying letterpress describes the Bird in full, with the important 
addition of careful measurements.

In the present work the author has treated only of the Nectariniid®, or true Sun-birds 
leaving for a later period the consideration of the other forms which link these birds with the 
large group of the Honey-suckers. To a great extent the scope of this Monograph is similar to 
that of the little volume on Sun-birds published in 1843 by the late Sir William Jardine in the 
Naturalist’s Library, which work, for many years the best authority on the subject, is now out of 
date, owing to the number of species that have been described since the above-mentioned year.

The first edition of Mr. Layard’s work on the “ Birds of South Africa *' has long been 
exhausted, and before leaving England for Fiji he entrusted all his MSS. to Mr. Sharpe, to bring 
ont a second edition of the work. Notwithstanding the success of the first edition, which was 
written in South Africa, and which has done more to advance the Ornithology of a country than 
any other work ever written (Jordon’s “ Birds of India ’’ excepted), the Editor has been com¬ 
pelled to alter the plan of the work, and to extend the boundaries of the country treated of. This 
is more in accordance with the original idea of the author, who had intended to write a regular 
work on the whole of the South African Birds, but limited his northern boundary to the 28th 
parallel of latitude in deference to his friend, Mr. Andersson, who was going to publish a large 
work on the Birds occurring north of that boundary. In the new edition, therefore, Mr. Sharpe 
has included all the species found in South Africa between the Cape Colony and Bengnela 
on the west, and the Zambesi on the east coast, this countiy formiog his Subregio capensis and 
having natural boundaries. As far as i9 possible this work is companion volume to Captain 
Shelley’s “ Birds of Egypt,” and is illustrated by twelve plates by Mr. Keulemans.

These 303 Portraits are the artist’s original studies for pictures, executed 
by him from the life at various intervals between the years 1540 and 1570. It 
is a most interesting series, which must take the first place in any library 
comprising the works of Niel and Petitot. The collection has hitherto been 
little known, although acquired by the Earl of Carlisle towards the close of the 
last century; but it is one of high historical and artistic merit. “We can 
almost imagine we see all the pomp, chivalry, and beauty of old France; the 
knights who jousted with Francis I or Henry II, who fought with Montmorency 
and Coligny, Guise and Cond6, or who fell in the streets of Paris in August, 
1672—the great ladies whose lives Brantome’s pen has rendered notorious— 
prelates and statesmen chronicled by D’Aubigne—royal infants . . . and of 
these who will not look with interest upon Mary of Scotland P” The collection 
is an heir-loom in the family of Lord Carlisle, and can never be alienated. The 
stones have been destroyed. 
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PREFACE. 


A few remarks respecting the family of 
Francis Clouet, the largest collection of whose 
drawings in England, if not in Europe, are 
contained in that Versailles of Yorkshire, 
Castle Howard, may be of interest. 

It is a common error to call the works of 
the French Holbein (as Francis Clonet may 
justly be styled) “Janet’s,” for that was only 
the soubriquet of the second artist of the 
family of Clouet, whose father Jean was a 
native of Brussels, and court painter to the 
Duke of Burgundy, as a receipt dated 1495, 
for payment of works executed for that per¬ 
sonage, proves. 

His son, also named Jean, established him¬ 
self in France, and became painter in ordinary 
to Francis I. In 1522, he obtained by pur¬ 
chase the post of “ valet de chambre ” to the 
king, and about this time we find the name of 
Jean Clouet corrupted into that of Jehan, 
Jeanet, Jehannot, Jehannet, or, as it is 
vulgarly known “ Janet following a custom 
not uncommon in those days of giving the son 
the father’s Christian name. 

Jean or Janet Clouet died in 1541, without 
leaving any works that can be traced as his, 
and it was the son Francois Clouet to whose 
facile pen we owe undoubtedly the greater 
portion of the drawings copied in these 
volumes and so many other portraits illus¬ 
trating the courts of the Valois. 

Francois succeeded his father as court 
painter, and became a naturalized French sub¬ 
ject by letters patent granted him by the king 
at Fontainbleau, in the same year in which his 
father died. 

It seems that Francois Clouet inherited the 
surname as well as the office which his father 
had held at the French Court, but of course 
the family name of Clouet was retained, and 
should not be lost sight of. 

Clouet was employed on the occasion of 
Francis I’s death, in taking casts of the face 
and hands of the dead monarch, for the waxen 
effigy which, in those days, did duty on the 
occasion of lying in state, in lieu of the actual I 
body. The curious full-face portrait of I 
Francis which forms the title page to the first 
volume, I consider to be the sketch made on 
this occasion : this office he also performed at 
the death of Henry II. Our artist was also 
employed (as was also Holbein for the English 
court) in decorating trophies, banners, &c. 
He even appears to have painted the panels of J

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a royal coach, in which were interwoven the 
emblems of Henry and those of the beauteous 
Diane de Poitiers. Although the date of F. 
Clouet’s death is uncertain, it may be placed 
about 1572, as in that year the name of Jehan 
de Court figures as court painter. 

A circumstance that adds greatly to the 
interest of the drawings by Clouet at Castle 
Howard, is the fact that there can be little 
doubt that they are the original studies taken 
by the artist from the life, and which he after¬ 
wards copied or had copied in a more finished 
manner; this, I think, is almost proved by 
the notes respecting the colour of his sitter’s 
hair, or dress, which occur on some of the 
portraits, evidently memorandas for the more 
finished portrait in oil; besides this, there is 
in many of these drawings a stamp of ori¬ 
ginality so strong, as to make it difficult to 
doubt that they were done from nature ; a few 
are barely sketched in, when perhaps the 
sitter had little time to devote to the arts, for 
here are the portraits of warriors who may 
have sat to the artist with their swords buckled 
on, ready for the call to arms. 

Indeed these faint chalk drawings on the 
stained and coarse old paper are full of his¬ 
tory : we can, while looking on them, almost 
imagine we see defile before us all the pomp, 
and chivalry, and beauty of old France ; see 
again with our own eyes the brave knights 
who jousted with Francis I, or with Henry II, 
who fought with Montmorency and Coligny, 
Guise and Conde, or who fell in the streets of 
Paris in the bloody days of August, 1572. 
Here too are brought before us the great ladies 
whose lives Brantome’s pen has rendered 
notorious ; prelates and statesmen whose deeds 
are chronicled by d’Aubigne; royal infants, 
some fortunate in meeting an early death, 
others again doomed to support the uneasy 
weight of a crown, and of these who will not 
look with interest upon Mary of Scotland ? 

Little is known about this series of portraits; 
the first mention I can find about them is 
made by the French antiquarian, Alexandre 
Lenoir, who, in one of his works,* mentions 
this collection as having been purchased by 
the fifth Earl of Carlisle, in Flanders—pro¬ 
bably towards the dose of last century, but no 
record of this purchase exists at Castle 
Howard. M. Lenoir received from Lord 
Carlisle engravings of three of the Castle 
Howard Clouets, those of Henry II, Mary 
Stuart, and the Admiral Coligny, but except 
those no others were engraved. 

For many years, little care or attention was 
bestowed on these drawings, Dibdin (of biblio-

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graphical fame) saw them nearly half a cen¬ 
tury ago, and speaks highly of them in his 
“Northern Tour”: then came Waagen and 
De La Borde, and other art critics, and at 
length, but only recently, the collection has 
been treated with the care it deserves. 

It is obvions that in reprodncing drawings 
in which three different coloured chalks are 
employed (black, red and yellow), in mono¬ 
chrome, much of the picturesque effect of the 
original is lost; but I could not hope single- 
handed to compete with the elaborate works of 
Chamberlaine, or with the still finer repro¬ 
ductions by Niel. 

What I have attempted has been to give a 
good general idea of these interesting draw¬ 
ings. With the exception of Nos. 36 and 
12 Q (which are here reduced by one-half), the 
actual size of the originals has been strictly 
adhered to, and the likeness rendered as closely 
os possible. 

I may add that excellent and valuable as is 
Messrs. Maclure’s auto-lithographic paper and 
process, many of the drawings lose in finish 
and delicacy by the double transfer which is 
necessitated by the drawing on the prepared 
paper having to be transferred to the lithogra¬ 
phic stone before printing ; this is too evi¬ 
dently the case in some of the heads in the 
second volume to need farther comment. 

The names (which I believe on the original 
drawings to be written by the artist) have 
b^en imitated as nearly as possible. 

I have only now to crave the indulgence of 
lovers of art and antiquity in having 
attempted alone what has been a great labour 
—and I fear with some cause to regret having 
undertaken an almost impossible task, in 
endeavouring to reproduce in autolithography 
the works of the old French artist—copies 
which give but a faint idea of the skill and 
delicacy of the originals.

It commences with Jean Sans Peur, Due de Bourgogne, 
in 1400, and ends with Marie Antoinette in her eighteenth 
year in 1773. The celebrated antiquary Alexandre 
Lenoir spent twenty years in forming this collection of 
authentic historical portraits, the most' genuine and 
interesting of its kind either in France or England; but 
Louis Philippe’s government, from consideration of the 
cost, allowed it to pass into English possession (from 
which the son of Louis Philippe has now regained it for 
France). The great majority of the pictures contained 
in this volume have never been copied or engraved till 
now; and it is therefore easy to conceive the importance 
which attaches to a series of historical portraits, ranging 
over four centuries, of which (he fidelity and authenticity 
are unquestionable. Some half-dozen plates contain 
figures of persons who were not French, as Bellini and 
Carpaccio the painters, Erasmus, Aldegraver, Oliver 
Cromwell; but Mary Queen of Scots, of whom there is a 
very fine portrait, may be reckoned as a Frenchwoman. 
The stones have been destroyed.

Portugal ; D*ANTAS, lea faux Don Sebastien; £tude sur l'histoire de 
Portugal, 8vo. very few copies remain for sale, sd. 7s 6 d Paris, 1866 
This learned historical essay of 478 pp. by Don Miguel d’Antas, Portuguese minister in 
London, on the Life of Don Sebastian, King of Portugal, and the four false Sebastiaus, is of 
considerable importance firstly to the Historian, because it is based npon Original Letters 
and State Papers preserved at Simancas and elsewhere, here for the first time produced in a 
thoroughly digested form ;—secondly to the J orist, as showing to what extent the public, and 
even well educated men can be gulled into believing any nonsense, even swallowing such facts 
as King Sebastian forgetting his native Portuguese language and only being able to speak 
Calabrese Italian (like the Tichborne claimant, who did not know French, the native language of 
the real Tichborne); —thirdly to the Politician, as proving the ineradicable desire of the 
Portuguese nation to have a separate political existence, apart of Spain. 

Analysis of Contents. 


The Dynasty founded in Portugal by Juan, the Victorious, comes to an end at the battle of 
Alcacer-el-Kebir, in Morocco, by the defeat and death of D. Sebastian, August 4, 1578. 

D. Sebastian, 16th King of Portugal, was bom in Lisbon in 1554; he was the son of the 
Infante D. Joam and of Princess Jane, daughter of Charles V, and grandson of John HI, 
whom he succeeded at the age of three years: he grew up pious, chivalrous, and headstrong. 
Don Sebastian, as soon as he came of age, formed the plan of conquering the kingdoms of Fez, 
Morocco, Tetuan, etc. in Africa —Tangiers the Portuguese held already. Sebastian’s uncle, 
Philip II, King of Spain, dissuaded his nephew from this mad enterprise. Nevertheless in 1578 
King Sebastian left the Tagus with a fleet of 800 sail, under the command of Admiral D. Diago 
de Sousa. The young king was commander in chief of a small but select army: before, and 
during the battle of Alcacer-el-Kebir, he lost all self-command, and died fighting for his life an 
ordinary cavalier. With few exceptions the whole Portuguese army, comprising the elite of the 
nobility, perished that day ; the victor, Abd-el-Melek, dying also. 

From that time onward the late King was expected to reappear in Portugal. Every rumour 
to that effect received a welcome currency, especially amongst the priesthood and the lower 
classes. Prophecies were promulgated to engender this belief. 

In 1580, Philip II took possession of Portugal, and he bad to contend against four Sebas¬ 
tians : all were taken, tried, found guilty, with their accomplices, and condemned. 

List of the Impostors :— 


I. The impostor known by the name King of Penamaoor ; he was taken prisoner and 
condemned to the galleys in 1584. 

II. Matthew Alvares, known as King of Ericeira ; he was caught and executed in 1585. 

III. Qabrikl de Espinosa, the pastrycook of Madrigal, contrived by the help of a priest 
to get himself recognized by the daughter of Don John oi Austria, Dona Ana of Austria, 
a lovely woman of 27, kept as a nun in a convent at Madrigal. Espinosa and the priest were 
executed in 1595. Doha Ana of Austria was kept in seclusion for the rest of her life. Her 
letters to her uncle Philip II imploring his clemency and asserting her innocence are charming 
epistles. 

IV. Margo Tulio, a Calabrese adventurer, was taken up by numerous Portuguese exiles 
in Venice 1598; this impostor did not know a word of Portuguese, he had never been in 
Portugal, but such was the ardour of the exiles that they insisted on treating him as their king. 
The Venetian government first imprisoned him but ultimately sent him out of the country. 
Marco Tulio went to Florence, was there taken prisoner by the Grand Duke, and delivered to 
the Vice Roy of Spain in Naples. Here his trial took place, he confessed his imposture and was 
condemned to the galleys. The Portuguese continued to supply him with money, so that the 
galley-slave had for several years a happy time of it. At last the indiscretions of his partisans 
produced a new trial; the result was that he and two priests, his most devoted adherents, were 
hanged in 1603. 

Thus ended the four false Sebastians. It was only in 1640 that Portugal regained her 
independence under Kings of the house of Braganza.

This work contains a list of all the cities, towns, monasteries, and other places in which 
printing presses are known to have been established before the end of the fifteenth century ; also, 
the title of the first book issued from each of the places stated and, when known, the name of the 
printer and date. 

Prosper Marchand’s “ Histoire de l’origine et des premiers progr&s de rimprimerie,” of 1740, 
mentions 196 places in which printing-presses were set up before the close of the fifteenth 
century. Bowyer and Nichols, in 1776, printed a list of 152. Panzer, in his “ Annales,” pub¬ 
lished in 1797, after leaving out several of the towns mentioned by Marchand, makes the number 
192. Santander, in his “ Dictionnaire Bibliographiqne ” of 1805, names 207. Cotton’s “ Typo¬ 
graphical Gazetteer,” printed in 1831, states the number to be 218. Hain, in his “ Repertorium 
Bibliographicum ” of 1831, mentions 209 *, and Reichbart, the author of “ Druckorte des XV 
Jahrhunderts,” published in 1853, brings the number up to 221. In this list are described 236 
books, which we have reasons for regarding as the earliest of the first printers in the places 
specified.

Editio Princeps of Columbus * famous Map of the World, generally called the Hydro- 
graphPottugoue so frequently referred to by writers on the discovery of America, a copy of 
which was obtained in 1504 by Ren£, Duke of Lorraine, and bestowed upon the editors of the 
present Ptolemy. They expressed their gratitude to the prince by designing and engraving at 
the end of the work the special map of the Duchy of Lorraine, which is the first specimen of the 
art of printing in colours; but Rene had been five years dead when the book was published. 
The only mention of the Duke and of the Columbus map is contained in the Ad Lectorem of the 
Supplement in the following words, which are supposed to establish the authorship of the chart: 
—“ Charta autem marina quam Hydrograpbiam vocant per Admiralem quondam serenissi. 
Portugalie regis Ferdinandi ceteros denique lustratores verissimis peragrationibus lustrata, 
ministerh Renati, dum vixit, nunc pie mortui, Ducis illustriss. Lotharingie liberalius prelo- 
graphationi tradita est.” The word Portugalie is plainly a mistake for Eispcmim , and the 
Admiral referred to is generally believed to mean no other than Columbus himself. The first 
map which follows the Ad Lectorem is the celebrated Hydrographia, entitled at top Orbis typus 
Universalis, and it shows at one view the entire known world. Europe, Asia and Africa are 
all connected, and stretch from Greenland as the north-western extremity of Europe to Java 
Minor in the south-east of Asia; and, in the other way, from the Cape of Good Hope to Cathay. 
On the left-hand side appears part of the continent of South America, reaching as far as San 
Paulo in about 26 degrees of south latitude; above it are seen Cuba and San Domingo, and 
beyond them to the west, the outlines of a separate shore which is probably intended for 
Yucatan. The second map is Tabula Terre Wove, an amplification and correction of the 
preceding one, so far as the New Continent was concerned. It is full of names along the 
sea coast from Cabo del Mar Usiano on the north, to about 26 (marked 35) degrees of 
south latitude, thus showing that the discoveries of Cabral, Vespucci, and others, had been 
utilized. This map bears the inscription “ Hec terra cum adiacentibus insulis inventa est per 
Colnmbum Januensem ex mandato Regis Castelle,” which appeared here for the first time, and 
was frequently repeated on later maps. [The only addition which was made in those later maps 
beyond the mere inscription of the name AmeiHca (which gives to the books of 1522 and 1525 so 
much interest in the American collector’s eyes), and a short statement concerning San Domingo, 
is the insertion of the word Paria, which is blunderingly placed in Yucatan.] Not only may 
the Ptolemy of 1513 be said to contain the Editio Princeps of the A dmir aPa map, 
but it would even be correct to describe it as (excluding its reissue in Schott’s second edition of 
1520) the only edition of that map, since all the later reproductions, except of course modem 
facsimiles, follow the Ptolemy of 1522. Humboldt has put forward an opinion that Waldseemuller 
executed these maps, and also those which appeared in the Ptolemy of 1522 and 1525. A 
faithful comparison will preclude all supposition that the same hand could have been employed in 
both ; for although the maps of 1522 and 1525, published by Laurentius Frisius, are ostensibly 
cloee reproductions of those of 1513, yet the difference between them is scientifically and 
critically very great. It can at once be seen that the original maps, which bear a close family 
resemblance to that of Juan de la Cosa (Columbus’ pilot), are valuable and authentic documents, 
while the latter ones are careless and inexact imitations, not only without any attempt to 
improve upon the earlier labour, but even omitting some of the names because they were too 
numerons or not sufficiently clear; blurring, rounding, and distorting the coast-outlines. 


A number of rare old German broadsides with woodcuts and views of towns are pasted on 
the fly-leaves and on the backs of some of the maps. They were printed at Tubingen, Erfurt, 
Augsburg, etc. between 1550 and 1600. One of them is a broadside table (one corner defective) 
of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, in Augsburg, tubularly arranged year by year, for the years 
1510 to 1566. This was printed by a Formscbneyder in 1587.

Vert rare. It is three years later than the Homan edition with Ruysch’s map which 
contained the first published delineation of America. The map of the world, which comes last 
in the above volume, represents the New World in an extremely curious way. Brazil, a large 
tract, is called Terra Sanctss Cruris, the Orinoco and Amazon are both laid down with approxi¬ 
mate truth, and the upper outline of the continent beam the words, “ Canibula romon.” The 
continuity is broken by the margin in consequence of the peculiar plan of the map, 60 that Cuba 
and Hispaniola appear next above near their proper places ; and far beyond them, at the same 
degree of latitude as Ireland, an unfinished shore bearing the words “ Kegalis Domus,” indicates 
the northern continent, while Labrador (Terra Laboratoris) is represented as an island off the coast. 
This is the first appearance of North America in any printed map, and also the 
first graphic record of the discoveries (in 1500) of Corte Real. Coming nearer 
home, it is remarkable that in this book, Scotland is properly drawn for the first time as forming 
a northern extension of England. Sylvanus* work is really a remarkable production—however 
erroneous from our modem stand-point, since every map in it embodies an original design, by an 
accomplished geographer, who laboured to reform the science according to the newest lights. It 
is also remarkable for the manner in which the names are printed on the maps—this having been 
done by types after the woodcut had been worked off. This is the first instance in which such a 
method of operation was ever adopted.

Very rare. The Tabula Terre Nove is the famous “Admiral’s Map,” or Hydrographie 
Portvgaise, considered by some to have been the actual work of Columbus, by others of Cabral, 
by others of Vespucci ; but most probably by the first of the three. This, and the mappemonde 
which precedes it ( Orbit typus universalis juxta //ydrogruphorum traditionem , in which the 
New World is also represented) were published for the first time in 1513 at Strassburg, and 
appear for the second time (impressed from the original blocks) in the re-issue of 1520. Not 
only may the Ptolemy of 1513-20 be said to contain the Editio PrincepB of the Admiral’s 
map, but it would even be correct to describe it as the only edition of that map, since all the 
later reproductions, except of course modem facsimiles, follow the Ptolemy of 1522. Humboldt 
has put forward an opinion that Waldseemiiller executed these maps, and also those which 
appeared in the Ptolemy of 1522 and 1525. A faithful comparison will preclude all supposition 
that the same hand could have been employed in both ; for although the maps of 1522 and 1525 
published by Laurentius Frisius, are ostensibly close reproductions of those of 1613, yet tbe 
difference between them is scientifically and critically very great It can at once be seen that the 
original maps, which bear a family resemblance to that of Juan de la Cosa (Columbus' 
pilot) are valuable and authentic documents, while the later ones are inferior imitations, not 
only without any attempt to improve upon the earlier labour, but even omitting some of the 
names because they were too numerous or not sufficiently clear; blurring, rounding, and 
distorting the coast-outlines. 

The 47 maps are made up as follows : 1. the map of Lorraine, which is the first known 
specimen of the art of colour-printing and is also the first map of the Duchy, executed by the 
editors as an expression of gratitude to the Duke Ren6 for his having obtained and presented to 
them the two Columbus maps ; 2. the 27 maps of the old Ptolemy ; 3. the 2 maps of the New 
World ; 4. the 17 modem maps in whiclr the old Ptolemy was supplemented and corrected.

that caused the martyrdom of Servetus. This paragraph is alluded to by Ebert, Brunet, 
Harrisse, and others, but all of them make the same mistake with regard to its position in the 
book. It appears on the map of Palestine in the second series, and the fault lay in accusing the 
“ Biblici libn” of “ injuria aut jactantia pura;” but, of coarse, Servetus was not the author of 
the passage, haying merely copied it from the editions of 1522 and 1525. Indeed the labours of 
Servetus were not very heavy ; he did but reprint those editions, with a few additions, a few 
omissions, and a total substitution of text only in the descriptions of France, Spain, Germany, and 
Italy. Here, Servetus expresses freely his own opinions and prejudices, which differ extremely 
from those of his predecessor. With regard to Germany, he quotes “ produciit IIud gar ia bores, 
Bavaria sues, Franconia cep as rapas et glycerhisiam, Suevia mere trices, Boemia hereticos, 
Bavaria iterum fares, Helvetia carnifices bubsequas, Westfalia fallaces, tota denique Germania 
ac totus septemtrio gulones et potatores.’’ The maps are in general imitations of those in the 
1513-20 Ptolemy, and in most instances less approximately correct. But to the Orbu Tgpus 
Uttivertali « mentioned above a second one is added in this edition as the final map, signed by 
L. F. 1522 [Laurentius Frisius]. It is slightly modified from the other, and bears the name 
op u America.” To the identical account of Columbus which appeared in the editions of 1522 
and 1525, Serretus has appended a few remarkable words concerning the absurdity of putting the 
of Americas in precedence to those of the real discoverer.

The decorations of the State Apartments of the Vatican, called Le Stanze, are too generally 
known to require more than a brief mention in this preface. It was in 1508, when Raphael had 
entered his twenty-sixth year, that he was invited to Rome, by Pope Julias II, to assist in these 
gigantic works. The principal object of them was, by a connected plan of subjects, to represent 
Rome as the centre of religious faith and intellectual culture, and to convey a typical history 
of the Church by certain well-known scriptural, historical and legendary events. The series of 
Frescoes had been commenced long before Raphael arrived. Pietro della Francesca, and his 
scholar Luca Signorelli, had already completed two important compartment^, and others were 
being executed by Pietro Perngino and Giovanni Antonio Bazzi. But Raphael had no sooner 
finished his first fresco—Theology, or the Dispute of the Sacrament, in the Stanza della 
Segnatura—than the Pope, charmed with the excellence of the young master, ordered all the 
works already completed, as well as those in progress, to be destroyed, and the walls to be 
prepared anew for his pencil alone. Although, therefore, these splendid monuments represent 
both the first-fruits of Raphael’s art and his ultimate perfection, yet there is no doubt that this 
imperious mandate entailed no less loss to modern Art, than injustice to the masters thus 
superseded. 

Raphael’s labours include the frescoes of the Stanza della Segnatnra, and dell’ Eliodoro, 
and one fresco in the Stanza dell’ Incendio. The period of their execution extended to the 
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Ray Society, for the publication of works on Natubal Histobt.

Mr. Demetrio Salazaro is the Inspector of the National 
Museum of Naples, and has long been engaged upon 
the subject of this very important work. It waa till 
recently the opinion of most critics, based upon the 
dictum of Vasari, that Italian Art began its existence 
with Cimabue and Giotti, towards the commencement 
of the Fourteenth Century. However, more diligent 


and accurate researches, promoted by German scholar¬ 
ship, and carried out to the fullest extent by Mr. 
Salazaro himself, hare established that a regular School 
of Italian Art, not Indeed displaying the perfected 
beauty and grace that are seen in the productions of 
the fourteenth century, but still marked by the gradual 
growth and development of the artistic ideal, existed in 
Southern Italy before the days of Cimabue. and was 
the genuine parent of that later culture which reached 
its highest grandeur in Da Vinci, Michel Angelo, and 
Raffaelle. To the illustration of this subject, as exem¬ 
plified in the Art-monuments of the country executed 
between the fourth and thirteenth centuries, the mag¬ 
nificent work above mentioned has been undertaken. 
As the first great essay of Its kind, the importance and 
value of the “ Monument! dell' Italia Meridlonale” must 
be obvious to every amateur and student of the History 
of Art.

Samlesbury Hall—a structure dating from the latter half of the fourteenth centnry—is 
perhaps the only building of its kind which has remained inhabited and inhabitable to the pre¬ 
sent time. Partly composed of wood and partly of massive stone, it offers many peculiarities of 
the highest interest to the student of old English architecture, while to scholars of a different 
kind the history of the house and its owners during the first half of its existence is so inter¬ 
woven with the history of England that the book must supply matter of considerable value. 
Mansions of this kind, inhabited in succession by generations of historic families, have become 
so rare in England, that monographs like the above, prepared as a labour of love, deserve to be 
received with gratitude.

The Crawford Library at Haigh Hall, in Lancashire, is one of the most valuable, and cer. 
taioly the most universal in it character, of all private book-collcctions. It comprises a very 
large number of books of great importance, including many which, by reason of their excessive 
rarity, have been imperfectly described in the standard works of bibliography. A full 
catalogue of the library would be a task of such magnitude that it roust for the present remain 
a project to be executed in the future ; but in the meanwhile it is considered useful to issue a 
number of desultory monographs on some of those rarer books of which only the most enthusiastic 
collectors have discovered that the accounts given by Brunet, Graesse, Lowndes, and other 
bibliographers, are defective and incorrect. The necessity of such a detailed and accurate 
description with reference to the De Bry Voyages will be readily acknowledged by all biblio¬ 
philes and students of bibliography *, it is less apparent in the instance of Sander's Brabant and 
Fowler’s Mosaic Pavements, which have not attracted so much attention as to make the rarity 
of perfect copies a recognized fact. 

No. 4, which is now in preparation, will be a collation of the original 
edition of Archbishop Parker’s History op the British Church, giving 
details of each of the twenty-two copies which have survived. 

No. 5. is also in preparation, and will consist of the description, with a 
complete facsimile, a transcript and a translation, of an Old Irish Manuscript 
Eoll, containing an ancient Chronicle, which has hitherto escaped the notice of 
Gaelic Scholars, and of which probably no copy is now extant beyond the one in 
the Crawford Library. 

All these “ Notes and Collations ” have been and are being compiled by Lord Crawford with 
a laborious accuracy which is only conceivable to those who have examined and tested the work 
of the best bibliographers, learning over and over again how far achievement falls short of its 
aim in the pursuit of that difficult science. 

It i8t contemplated at a letter date to produce, with the aid of other hands, the complete 
catalogue of the library ; the first section to be* that of Oriental Manuscripts, the second that of 
European Manuscripts, and the remainder an alphabetical catalogue of the Printed Books. But 
those catalogues will be preceded by “ A Report on the Bibliotheca Lindesiana ” which is partly 
written, and will contain a history of the library and its formation. It will treat in a familiar 
manner on the best works in all classes of literature which are to be found at Haigh Hall, briefly 
denoting also those which are still desiderata, but which ought, according to the system of 
collection, to be included in the library.

11 TT7 have here a work which , it may be safely said, no 
artistic library will be complete without, wnne tne farts 
of its author and illustrator being a local architect, 
and many of the specimens of oak carving reproduced 
being of local oilgln, should make the hand*ome 
▼olume specially run after by the antiquaries and 
artists of Notts, and Derby*hbe. Mr. Sanders was led 
to publish these sketches owing to his having himself 
experienced great difficulty in obtaining for business 
purposes accuiate informar on regarding tne woodwork 
■of the 16ih and 17th cen uries. II is case was not an 
uncommon one, having been that of the restorer, who, 
having no books to go to. or even reliable models, had 
to tramp the country, visiting at houses wncrc examples 
of old woodwork were still extant, but as it was the 
necessity of doing this that first suggested to Mr. 
Sanders the idea of producing such a volume as that 
at present before us and made him fit to undertake the 
task the fact is tho less to be regretted. The author 
does not take up any enthusiastic advocacy of the style 
of woodwork common in the 16th and 17th centuries, 
though admiring the rpccimens he reproduce* for their 
solidity and genuine workmanship; indeed he writes 
entirely without prejudice, or he might have hesitated 
before printing a letter to him on the subject Tom 
Professor Buskin* which Is. on the whole, somewhat 
severely critical. * My respect for your earnestness and 
admiration of your skill,’ writes Professor Buskin, w ho 
had obtained a sight of tne original drawings, ‘have 
hitherto ptevented my undertaking the difficult task of 
quallflcdly praising what, excellent for your Immediate 
purpose, is yet not In harmony with the precepts of tho 
best masters in wood carving’ What the great art 
critic here says Is not denied by Mr. Sanders. Every 
one acquainted with the woodwork of the period illus¬ 
trated knows that foreign artists produced far more 
beautiful and airy-looklng work than anything fashioned 
by contemporsry English artists; but, on the other 
hand, tho latter excelled in the manner In which they 
combined solidity with elegance, and for men who were 
for the most part self-taught their productions are 
interesting and beautiful. The wonder is, not that 
they invented so little so much ns that, untrained ami 
with little knowledge of contemporary art, they should 
have managed to do so mneh. English artists of the 
period may have been conventional to a degree and 
have possessed no great creative faculty. .,. We have 
said tnat among the Illustrations, which have been 
produced by photographs from the author’s pen-and-ink 
sketches and then transferred to stone, are several of 
local interest. One represents nn old oak cublnet that 
could be seen until recently in Nottingham, but which 
passed tho other day Into the possession of the owner 
of Balderton Hall, near Newark. This piece of work, 
which Is of considerable beauty, was probably tho 
production of one of tne foreign artists, who, about the 
beginning, of the 17th century, came over to England 
in numbers to escape persecution at home. The 
workmanship is perceptibly more artistic than that 
in cabinets of the period of English make. Much less 
beautiful are the old oak cabinet and chest preserved 
at the Friary, Newark, the ornamentation, which Is 
comparativelv slight, being directly in opposition to 
the best architectural rules. Mr. Sanders ulso repro¬ 
duces three old oak chairs still to be seen at the Bame 
place, two remarkable bedsteads preserved at Buxton, 
and many other curious specimens of old English 
woodwork.”— Nottingham Journal, November 20, 1883. 

“Examples of Cabved Oak Woodwork.’’ W. B 
Sanders :Qtmrltch).—“ A collector of furniture recently 
dined with the writer of these notes. On seeing the 
dining-room furnished with old oak, he remarked, 
“ Are you still at the oak stage? 1 passed through 
that long ngo; It was too heavy; eo I tried Chippen¬ 


dale. So was that. Now I’m buying Louis Seize, but 
I fancy I shall revert to oak in my oJd days.* No 
doubt hi* objection to oak, especially in small houses, 
was well founded. But there ts a greater drawback to 
its intelligent collection, namely, the apparent inability 
of any one to give even approximate dates to the 
various ptoees, notwithstanding that in no class of 
furniture has the practice of affixing the date been 
more in vogue. A shrewd Yorkshireman who collects 
fun iture in out-of-the-way places, recently informed 
us that he didn’t think any of it was morelhan seventy 
years old. And yet a piece almost identical to some 
of his, which we found used as an oat-bin in the 
outbuildings to a castle had, so the farmer Informed 
us, heen lately styled by »he Archreological Society as 
‘Tudor,’ it apparently belug late Juc »hean. And over 
this difficulty Mr. Sanders does not help us; ho cer¬ 
tainly generalizes the fine examples of chests which he 
Ulus'rates in his work as 16th and 17r h century, but ho 
attempts no clas*ifleation of them. Nor does ho notice 
what to us Is a most interesting feature as regards 
oak furnitnre, namely, the localization of style. For 
Instance, an Eastern Counties chest has a distinct 
Flemish type, and differs not onlv In carving but In 
construction from one from Yorkshire: aaain, the west- 
country ones are much smaller, and are raised by legs. 

Chairs, respecting which Mr Sanders has but little to 
say, are also distinguished in the same way. We trust 
that In the more extensive work which the author 
promises, he may see his way to thoroughly treating 
this interesting subject .”—Art Journal , February, 1884.

and In deepening the lovo for old English work which is 
such a marked characteristic of the period. Old oak, 
of course, has always had its votaries, and good speci¬ 
mens have never ceased to be eagerly sought for and 
to command very high prices. But till now no book 
has been specially devoted to this interesting class of 
work, because in England we are far behind the French 
in the literature of connolsseurship, and oar collectors 
have been contenl to go on picking up their windfalls 
here and there, without any methodical guide. A 
nation's furniture, as The Times recently said. Is part of 
its life, and in these days, when social history, tho 
theory of development, and fine art are equally believed 
in, it seems strange that no competent person should 
have been found to handle so fascinating a subject till Mr. 

Bliss Sanders took up tho matter in this volume, and 
we hope the success of the publication will lead Mr. 

Sanders to extend his researches, and to do on a larger 
and more comprehensive scale what ho has done so y has ean 
well, on a small scale, for a single period.’’— The Yorlci od.’’—2*5— 
shire Post , March 26, 1884.
